Her- 
ring turned after the first shot and started 
towards his wagon for his Winchester. 
Fillingim continued to fire on him, five 
shots being discharged in all. After run- 
ning about fifty yards, Herring fell, two 
balls having taken effect. 

It was at once seen that he was danger- 
ously, if not fatally, wounded, but, as he 
shortly afterwards rallied, he was taken to 
his home, about two miles from Union 
Point. Fillingim was allowed to go to bis 
home, all believing the shooting to be 
thoroughly justifiable. 

This morning Herring died, and Coroner 
Wood held an inquest over the body. The 
above facts were shown at the inquest, 
and it was further brought out that Her- 
ring had secreted himself on the roadside 
near Union Point Friday with the iuten- 
tion of killing Fillingim, but the latter went 
another road home, thereby saving his life. 
A verdict of justifiable homicide was re- 
turned, and public opinion approves the 
finding, while it deeply regrets the unfor- 
tunate tragedy. Herring came to Greene 
a few years ago from Madison county. He 
was a hard-working man, although when 
under the influence of liquor an ugly “and 
dangerous man, and one dreaded by his 
neighbors. 


HE USED THE BUGGY WHIP

Madison, Ga., April 10.—(Special.)—The 
case of the state versus W. 8S.

TWENTY DROWNED. 


The Tombigbee Is Causing Terrible Time 
Along Its Course. 

Birmingham, Ala., April 10.—(Special.)— 
Passengers from Columbus, Miss., bring 
horrifying descriptions of the suffering 
from the flood in that city. Up to yesterday 
afternoon the Tombigbee river was higher 
than ever known by two -feet and a half, 
and hundreds of people had been driven into 
the town for food and shelter. One report 


says the number dead up to “that time was 


fourteen. 

A single wire is up tonight and reports 
are coming in constantly from the wide ter- 
ritory of more deaths. Twenty have been 
heard from already and no communication 
has yet been had with a very wide stretch 
of country. The refugees are a charge upon 
the town and county, and already it has 
been decided to appeal to the general gov- 
ernment for help. The number of these ref- 
ugees now in town is put at 600 and the im» 
habitants up and down the river will be 
destitute. 

Wild rumors are heard here that the loss 
of life would reach 200, but those evidontly 
came from local and excited estimates. 
Many rescuing parties have been at work 
and several of those in turn have been res- 
cued by other relief parties after suffering 
wreck. | 

The Old Woman and Her Pigs’ 


In one case a lawyer, whose name is 
not known, with a negro man, rescued a 
colored family of nine persons. They had 
a pig and the old woman insisted on taking 
it into the boat. While on the waters the 
pig fell out and the woman made,a grab 
for it, upsetting the boat. The enfire fam- 
ily were drowned and the two rescuers 
narrowly escaped with their lives.

An Ejight-Year-Old Lad Washed Down to 
© Denth by a Swollen Stream. 

Duluth, Ga., April 10.—(Special.)—-A sad 
accident. occurred near Duluth — Friday 
by which the eight-year-old son of Mr. Mc- 
dag, § who lives near here, lost his life. 
Mr. McCrary and the lad were crossing a 
wet weather branch the recent rains had 
swollen out of proportions. As the father 
attempted to lift the little fellow acress his 
grasp slipped and the toy fell into the swol- 
len stream. 

With a cry for hel» Mr. McCrary plunged 
in after him, but was unable to get hold of 
him before the water carfied him down, 
and the agonized father saw his son swept 
out of his reach by the rapidly running 
stream. He hastened to the town, carry- 
ing the sad news, and a party went out to 
find the body. lit was found nearly halt 
a mile below where the accident occurred, 
Jodged in a partly submerged tree. 

The funeral took place here yesterday,and 
was attended by a large gathering of 
friends and neighbors, who syanpathized 
deeply with the atilicted family.

Said te Be the Men the Third Partyltes 
Have Selected

But Polk May Be Supplanted By 
Tom Watson. 


GRESHAM DOES NOT TALK MUCH 


When _Approached By Interviewers— 
While He Does Not Deny It, 
He is Reticent. 


Cincinnati, April 10.—(Special.)—Seme 
time ago The Enquirer stated that the 
new people’s party would probably nom- 
inate Judge Walter Q. Gresham as its 
caadidate for president of the United 
States. Since that announcement the mat 
ter has attracted great attention all over 
the country, and the leaders of the move- 
ment, with a few exceptions, have declar- 
ed their purpose to make the ticket Gres- 
ham and Polk. The latter is from North 
Carolina and_jis president of the National 
Farmers’ Alliance and Industrial Union. 
Hugh Cavanaugh, grand worthy foreman 
of the Knights of Labor and chairman of 
the committee of resolutions 
at the recent St.Louis con- 
ference, has just returned from 
the east and he says that Gresham is 
sure to be the nominee of the party. 
Several conferences of the leading mem- 
bers of the Knights of Labor and 
their industrial organization have been 
held, and they are all for Gresham if 
he will accept the nomination. ‘ 

Mr. Cavanaugh states that the party 
has assurances that General Gresham 
will accept if the platform is modified. 
A few days ago a Chicago paper inter- 
viewed Judge Gresham regarding the 
matter and he was very evasive in his 
replies. He refused to say whether or 
not he would run on the, third party 
ticket, but intimated that he was in sym- 
pathy with the movement. He is known 
to be against the subtreasury and the 
6 per cent land loan planks, but if he 
could be induced to run, the new party 
would so modify its views that he could 
consistently be a candidate. 

It:is said that a large number of the 
prominnt workingnier and farmers, who 
support the movement want Congressman 
Tom Watson, of Georgia, as the runing 
mate for Gresham. He is the ablest man 
of the new party in congress, and is very 
popular in the south. The opposition to 


the selection of Judge Gresham will come. 


from Weaver and Donnelly, the twa 
would-be leaders of the new party, both of 
whom want the nominations theriselves. 
The Indiana farmers are enthusiastic for 
Gresham, and declare that with him as 
the candidate they could beat Harrison and 
any democrat in the state. 

One thing that would tempt Judge Gres- 
ham to be a candidate would be a desire 
to get even with Harrison for his treatment 
of Gresham’s friends. The administration 
has done everything in ‘ts power to heap 
indignation upon Gresham on account of 
his candidacy in the national republican 
convention four years ago. It was the in- 
tention of the judge’s friends to press him 
for one of the vacancies on the supreme 
bench, but on account of the hatred the 
president bears him, the attempt was aban- 
doned. 

The leaders of the new party speak of 
the selection of Gresham as a _ foregone 
conclusion, and they must certainly. have 
some assurance on which to base all their 
confidence in his nomination. They 
boldly asserts that with him as their candi- 
date they’ can get the solid labor and farmer 
vote of the country, and carry at Teast ten 
states, including Georgia, North Carolina, 
Alabama, Arkansas, North and South Da- 
kota, Kansas, Nebraska, Minnessota, and 
possibly Colorado, Indiana, Michigan and 
Oregon. 


The republican friends of Judge Gresham 5 


are considerably worried about the talk of 
him as the third party candidate for presi- 
dent, and they will bring him to state his 
position clearly and unequivocally within 
the next two weeks. In the meantime, the 
distinguished soldier and jurist is keeping 
quiet and saying nothing.

LIVINGSTON'S SPEECH AT CONYERS 


He Convinced His Hearers That the 
Democratic Party 


WAS THE ONLY ONE FOR GEORGIANS. 


And Advanced Argument That the Third 
Party Men Cannot Retute—A Good 
Day for Democracy. 


Colonel Livingston’s speech at Conyers, a 
brief synopsis of which wads given in yes- 
terday’s Constitution, is already the talk 
of the state. It is a pity every Georgian 
couldn’t have heard it. 

It was a red letter day for the democracy 
of Georgia and unquestionably marks a 
turning point in the drift of state politics, 

The speech of Colonel Livingston was a 
clear and forceful one. In it he ghowed too 
plainly for the most remote shadow of a 
doubt fhat the democratic party is the party 
for the people, and more than this held up 
the folly and danger of the farmers going 
out of it for relief. 

The reply of Colonel Peek to the argu- 
ments of the democratic congressman, 
could not stand the test, and the truth was 
clear that but little ground was left and 
éven less wanted upon which to build a 
hope for third partyism in Rockdale. 

From the moment that Colonel Living- 
ston took the speaker’s stand until he closed 
his speech, he held the crowds in the court- 
house in the power of his able arguments 
so well put, and the tremendous applause 
as almost every sentence was rounded, 
told in no doubtful way of the endorse- 
ment that democracy is going to receive in 
Rockdale county, the home of Colonel Peek, 
one of the big third party leaders. 

When Colonel Livingston was introduced 
to the crowds by Chairman J. A. Stewart, 
he was greeted with loud and long ap- 
plause. 


“We're glad to see you, colonel!” shouted 
one sterling democrat. “You are here in 
good season,” said another, and many such 
greetings were heard, though it is but {fair 
to say 
‘“doubtfuls” sitting around on the “anxious 
benches” uncertain how to meve. 

Colonel Livingston’s Speech. 

When Colonel Livingston waved his hand 
and bowed in recognition of his welcome, 
he began: 2 

“My Fellow Citizens—I have come to you 
at the invitation of a number of my friends 
to help you settle questions that seem to 
trouble some of your minds. I have come 
700 miles to talk with you in friendly dis- 
course about matters of greatest importance 
to the commonwealth. 1 have come, as l 
conceive, in duty to my country, in duty 
to my state, in duty to my people whom I 
love, and lastly in duty to myself. (Ap- 
plause.) 

“i am here, please God, to reason—not 
to quarrel. Heaven knows I have no quar- 
rel for my people. There are a few slan- 
derers, though, whose whispering tongues 
have poisoned truth and spoken against me 
while my -back was turned, things that l 
don't like much, and 1 will be pardoned if 
1 tind 1t necessary to speak plainly of these 
slanderers. Lispecially is it necessary for 
me to remove these charges since many of 
you farmers who have gone astray, are 
not inclined to hear me out until 1 do lift 
these false charges from my name. ‘l'o my 
home people woo kuow me; though 1! 
have not une word of explanation to make, 
for they know my heart, and they know 
it is al! theirs. (Cries of ‘‘Lhat's right, 
colonel, you're right.) 

“It has been said that I am a traitor to 
my people, a Judas to the alliance cause. 
This has been whispered around for some 
time. it has been published in your ailli- 
ance paper, edited by Mr. Irwin. It has 
gone to the world that Livingston has goue 
back on alliance demands. ‘These things 
have been said in my absence. 1 have been 
appealed to and begged to join the third 
party to prove 1 hive not gone back on 
the allianc:, but I am here to resort to bet- 
ter evidence today than this would ever be. 
(Applause.) - 

“Now, let’s see if I have been a traitor. 
Two years.ago the alliance was clamoring 
for reforms. I was asked to become pres- 
ident of the state alliance. I entered the 
race unreservedly. Bear in mind how we 
all stood in those days.” 

Here Colonel Livingston traced his con- 
nection with the alliance, showing up the 
yardstick they had made and how it had 
no third party notch.on it. Then he spoke 
of the railroad plank in the allance plat- 
form, saying it had no government owner- 
ship clause, but a government  contrvl 
clause, and stating that he had never devi- 
ated from those policies.

Two Thousand Bales of Cotton in ¢ 
Blaze, 


THE BALE WAREHOUSE IN ASHES. 


Three Alarms in Succession Excites 
the Citizens, 


GOOD WORK DONE BY THE FIREMEN 


In Saving Adjoining Property—The Roof 
of Holmes’s Sanatarium Ablaze—But 
Little Damage Done. 


Rome, Ga., April 10.—(Special.)}—The 
cotton fire in front of the Central hotel 
yesterday afternoon kept the firemen 
working a great portion of last night. 
Just before daylight this morning an 
alarm was turned in from Dr. J. B. Ss 
Holmes’s sanitarium. The roof of the 
sanitarium in the cupola was in a blaze. 
The shouts of fire aroused the many sleep- 
ing guests of the sanitarium and in wrap- 
pers and night clothes mahy of the female 
occupants sought terra firma. For 
awhile it seemed as if the flames could 
not be overcome, but finally, heroic effort 
and splendid water facilities combined 


\ Saved a great conflagration. As it is, the 
‘loss will be small and will not inconven- 


ience anyone. The sanatarium is the larg- 
est. building in Rome. 
Another Alarm. « 

At 8:45. o’clock this morning the fire 
alarm again sounded. The alarm was 
rung with a vim and the populace en 
masse turned out. The Bale warehouse 
on West First street, which was filled 
with cotton brought from the low water 
district, was on fire. The flames spread 
rapidly and soon every bale of cotton was 
burning. 

The tire department responded prompt- 
ly. The situation was alarming. Imme 
diately adjoining the Bale warehouse was 
the large Wright warehouse which con- 
tained about 2,000 bales of cotton, besides 
hay, mattresses and other inflammable 
articles. Barker & Co.’s livery stable was 
within twenty feet of the burning build- 
ing and all the stock and vehicles were 
removed. About this time a spark fell 
among the bales of cotton piled near the 
Central hotel and in a moment’s tiine it 
was a great blaze: The entire tire depart- 


ment turned out. A large numbér of: 


streams were turned on the Broad street 
fire and it was extinguished after a num 
ber of bales had been partly burned. The 
whole force was next eoncentrated on 
the Wright warehogse and by hard work 
and skillful management saved it. The 
department then turned their attention 
to the burning ¢otton in the Bale ware 
house. ‘The cotton burned was the prop- 
erty of Printip Bros., Montgomery & Ca 
and Vandyke « *Hentey. The losses are 
fully eovered by insurance. — 

An opinion waS ‘¢xpressed that.as the 
cotton had been remioved on-aéeount.of 
high water from the “WarehousesowWhétg 
it had been insired, the surance con)- 
panies ought not be liable. “Fie Consti- 
tution sought Mr. C. H. Cothvan;: who 
represents a number of the insufance 
companies, and he said that the ¢com- 
panies would pey the losses as they had 
endorsed on  -_ the policies per- 
mission for ‘the removal of 
the cotton from the flood district. The 
campanies carrying the insurance are 
Commercial Union, North American, 
Queen, Royal, The Home of New York, 
The Hartford, Hamburg-Bremen, Atlanta 
Home, and United Underwriters. 

The Losses. 

It is impossible at.this hour to ascer- 
tain the losses. They will at the lowest 
estimate reach several thousand dollars. 
Burst and burnt cotton bales are scat- 
tered broaéicast over quite an area of 
upper Broad street and many drays and 
hands have worked all day securing and 
removing the fleecy staple. 

The Waters Subsiding. 

The waters have left the streets of 
Rome and business will be resumed in 
the morning. Many merchants were busy 
all Saturday night and some few have 
worked during the day. Tonight church 
services are being held by lamplight 
and the Armstrong hotel is illuminated 
with candles.

A Great Southern Senator. 

Under this heading, The Boston Herald 
pays a passing tribute to Senator Mor- 
gan, of Alabama. The unexpectedness of 
this tribute renders it at once interest- 
ing and suggestive. The Herald says: _ 

Senator Morgan, of Alabama, who has 
stirred up the senate to debate the currency 
question, is one of the members of that body 
who generally attend to its business and 
leave schemes in politics like this to men of 
other tastes. Senator Morgan is a remark- 
able man, alike from his intellect and ac- 
quirements and the inadequate impression he 
makes upon the country in view of them. 
We doubt if there is any member of the sen- 
ate so well informed upon foreign and domes- 
tic affairé alike as he is. He is the most 
fluent speaker in the senate, and he has a 
reasoning power not excelled by that of any 
of his colleagues. He is not a dry speaker 
either. His language is. usually as well se- 
lected as that of the essayist who elaborates 
it in his study, and no man’s speeches read 
better. Yet, with all these advantages, he 
is not generally estimated as one of the 
greater e¢rators in congress. The only way 
of accounting for this is in his fatal facility 
of speech, which has led him to speak tvo 


often and too long, until members bave get - 


out of the way of listening to him. He is a 
man of the stamp of the great senators of 
earlier days, however, and, perhaps, in that 
period he would have been more influential. 

We have no doubt that these remarks 
of The Herald were drawn out by Sen- 
ator Morgan’s speech on his silver reso- 
lution—though that speech is only one of 
many remarkable efforts made by the 
Alabama senator during the past few 
yeers. There was nothing of the flim- 
flam of oratory in the senator’s recent 
silver speech; there was something bet- 
ter than that. In the course of it, the 
speaker submitted courteously and grace- 
fully to interruptions from every side; 
listened to John Sherman's questions and 
routed him; paused to consider the vari- 
ous suggestions, and, through it all man- 
aged to carry the current of his thought 
without a perceptible break. Admiravion 
here has nothing to do with the showy 
affair which we are pleased to call ela 
quence; it springs altogether from the 
fluency of statement, the easy mastery 
of facts—a wonderful gift of expression, 
which simplifies and clarifies every prop- 
osition, satisfying both the ear and the 
understanding. 

It is true, as The Herald says, that 
Senator Morgan is not generally estimat- 
ed as a great man, yet this is mainly the 
fault of a thoroughly superficial genera- 
tion. It is also partly due to the fact that 
the senator is not a specialist in any 
direction. We doubt if the country has 
ever had the benefit of the services of 
a more versatile man, ard, this fact ex- 
plains the lack of appreciation to which 
The Herald alludes. If Senator Morgan 
had focused his extraordinary talents on 
any particular question he would doubt- 
less have won a splendid reputation, as 
such things go. As it is, not a Measure can 
be brought before the senate which does 
not find him thoroughly equipped for its 
discussion. No matter whether it is a 
question of our foreign relations, an issue 
of domestic concern or a matter of local 
inferest to the District of Columbia, the 
result is the same. 

Those who follow the proceedings of 
the senate must be struck with amaze- 
ment at the prodigious indus- 
try and wonderful versatility 
of Senator Morgan. Whatever 
subject he touches he clarifies, bringing 
to its discussion a vast amount of infor- 
mation and a wealth of the aptest illus- 
tration. > 
” We observe that The Valdosta Times is 
somewhat nervous because The Consti- 
tution printed the other day a communi- 
cation advising southern democrats to 
nominate Senator Morgan in the event 
the national party put forward a candi- 
date opposed to the free coinage of sil- 
ver. The communication was written by 
a gentleman who was voting, the demo- 
cratic ticket before the editor of The 
Valdosta Times was born. We must be 
patient witht these old men; we must 
permit them to have opinions of their 
own and to express them. The interest- 
ing fact about the communication is the 
tribute it pays to a great southern sena* 
tor—one whose genius would have been 
thoroughly appreciated in the _ better 
days of the republic.

GEORGIA POLITICAL NOTES. 


The sixth congressional district is just now 
an inviting field for political speculation. The 
race there will certainly be an exciting 
one, if all the “possible’’ candidates men- 
tioned are “‘in it.” There are two announced 
candidates up to date—Hon. T. B. Cabaniss, of 
Monroe, and Hon. Robert Whitfield, of Bald- 
win. But here is the list of ‘possible’ can- 
didates and, altogether, they: foot up ten: C. 
L. Bartlett and Dan Hughes, of Bibb; R. L. 
Berner, of Monroe; J. 8. Pope, of Pike; O. T. 
Zachry, of Henry; Aleck Atkinson, of Butts, 
and J. S. Boynton and John I. Hall, of Spald- 
ing. The Telegraph sums up the chances of 
the candidates as follows: 

“It will require 14 votes out of a possible 26 
to nominate in convention. The counties are 
entitled to the following votes: Baldwin, 2; 
Bibb, 6; Butts, 2; Fayette, 2: Henry,. 2; 
Jones, 2; Monroe, 4; Pike,2; Spalding, 2; Up- 
sun, 2. Total, 26. Of certain votes the fol- 
lowing seems to be a correct calculation: 
Bart.ett or Hughes, Bibb’s 6; Cabaniss or 
Berner, eee he Whitfield, Baldwin's 2; 
Atkinson, Butts’s 2; Pope, Pike’s 2; Boynton 
or Hall, Spalding’s 2; Zachry, Henry’s 2. This 
then leaves a contest for the votes of Jones, 
Upson and Henry, each of which has two 
votes. Granting that Bibb’s candidate would 
carry Jones, Upson and Fayette, he would 
still be short of the nomination two votes, 
and he would have to contend for other coun- 
ties. Bartlett, Berner and Whitfield each 
counts confidently on carrying Jones county. 
Then, as Hughes got half of Jones’s vote in 
his contest with Blount in the last race, 
Hughes would naturally think that he would 
carry that county this year. Bartlett, Whit- 
field and Berner have practiced law in Jones 
. ey, time, and each knows nearly every man 
Bs pe 


Since the announcement of Hon. Tom Cab- 
aniss, of Monroe, for congress. the average 
voter has been curious to know if Bob Berner, 


also ef Monroe, would be a candidate, as ‘two 


candidates from one county would precipitate 
a lively local fight. Referring to the situa- 
tion, as divided between these gentlemen, 
The Macon Telegraph of Sunday has the fol- 


lowing: - . 
“A. eeliable and well-known gentleman in- 
formed The Telegraph Saturday that he had 
had. a conversation with Berner on Friday, 
and that Berner assured him positively that 
he would most certainly be in the race. He 
said further that Berner stated to him that he 
was now at work on his platform and would 
make announcement very soon in his county 
papers. Berner declares that he will leap 
into the middle of the arena and plant both 
feet squarely on the Berner ratiroad bill of 
the last legislature, and make the race on that 


issue.”’

MILES IN ONE SYSTEM. 
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The Central’s 
Not Be Announced Until 
Month—General Gossip. 


There is no end to the possible railroad 
edmbinations and how much probability 
there is in the latest report it is hard to 
tell. 

At all events minor railroad officials are 
asking one another what there in in the re- 
port that the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia, the Queen and Crescent, the Mo- 
non, the Louisville Southern and the Ken- 
tucky and Indiana Bridge Company are 
going into a system. 

Vice Presidents Felton and Fink have 
been out over some of the properties and 
their trip is said to have direct connection 
with this plan. A telegram from Louis 
ville states as q positive fact that negotia- 
tions are not pending and are about to be 
-gpettled whereby the lines mentioned above 
will consolidate, forming a powerful north 
and south through system. 

General Sam Thomas is president of the 
Monon route and was the power in the 
Kast Tennessee and Queen and Crescent 
until the reorganizatiom plan was prepared 
for the Richmond Terminal’s properties. 
Under pressure from the First National 
bank party of New York, General Thomas 
stepped down from his prominent posiuon 
in the East Tennessee and the Terminal. 
From the tirst it was stated that if Fahne- 
stock and his assuciates of the [First Na- 
tional bank could not handle the East 
Tennessee in reorganizing the finances of 
the Terminal they would drop it and devote 
their energies exclusiv ely to the Richmond 
and Danville system in which they hava 
some money. 

General Manager W. H. MecDael, of the 
Monon, is accompanying General Thomas, 
who is also on a trip out over the southern 
roads. It is reported in Chicago that Mr. 
McDael is to be at the head of the operating 
ee, of the new system if the con- 

idation is per fected. C. Hudson 
is the Kast Tennessee’s general manager 
and R. Carroll is the Queen and Cres- 
cent’s general manager. 

The East ‘Tennessee's mileage is 1,800, 
the Queen and Crescent’s 458, the Monon’s

making a total of 3,882. By consolidating 
these roads the owners would get o throug.

How was that possible? How eould palm 
branches be cast in the way of Christ as 
He approached Jerusalem?

Bren the one that was carefully guarded 
for many years at Jericho has gone. I 
went over the very road by which Christ ap- 
roached Jerusalem, and there are plenty 
of olive trees and fig trees, but no palm 
trees that I could see. You must remem- 
ber that the climate has changed. The palin 
tree likes water, but by the cutting down 
of the forests, which are leaty prayers for 
yain, the land has become unfriendly to 
_» the palm tree. Jericho once stood in seven 
_qiiles of palm grove. Olivet was crowned 
with palms. The Dead sea has on its banks 
the trunks of palm trees that floated down 
from. some old-time palm grove aif are pre- 
rved from decay by the salt which 
ythey received from the Dead sea.

The Lecture of Mr. Reeves, and Some

of the school of history and literature, on 
Thursday and while the inclement weather 
kept many away who would otherwise have 
been there, those who did attend returned to 
their homes with a deepened love for the la- 
mented Lanier.
